PASADENA—The rags-to-riches saga of the 
Oakland Raiders finally is complete. 

The Raiders wrote the long-missing final chap¬ 
ter yesterday by obliterating the Minnesota Vikings, 
32-14, in SupMc- Etowl XI Ja efore 100,421 fans in the 
Rose Bowl and a world-wide TV audience. 

So the franchise that nearly never was, and then 
almost died in infancy, sits atop the football world. 

“Our team was magnificent,” exulted A1 Davis, 
who came to Oakland in 1963 and turned the pathetic 
Raiders into a powerhouse. 

John Madden, snubbed by Coach of the Year 
voters after a brilliant 13-1 regular season despite a 
host of adversity, was carried from the field by his 
jubilant players. 

Madden’s club had just concluded a 21-2 season, 
the victories an all-time pro record, including a 5-1 
pre-season and 13 triumphs in succession following a 
48-7 debacle in New England. 

“We had tougher games in the AFC,” said 
Madden. “They can’t say it any more that we can’t 
win the big one. We won all the big ones. 

“I knew it last night that we were going to win 
big. I usually don’t feel that way before a game, but 
I was so sure that I was even saying it. Everything 
WHS perfect.** 

Even the lopsided score doesn’t indicate how 
dominant the Raiders were on a magnificent day

Fran Tarkenton connected for an eight-yard 
touchdown pass with Sammy White with 47 seconds 
remaining in the quarter. But when Tarkenton 
brought the Vikings back for more, Willie Hall 
closed the door. 

Hall stepped in front of Chuck Foreman at the 
Oakland 30 to pluck Francis’ pass and Minnesota’s 
dreams out of the air, returning 16 yards to the 46. 

“I had been going the other way with a back and 
was supposed to go again,” explained Hall, defen¬ 
sive hero of the ganje, “but 1 hid in the traffic and 
Tarkenton didn’t see me. 

“I slipped in there and caught the ball, then 
thought of going cdl the way. Once I got into traffic
